The Fooehi. mpich eft Taku on Sunday 
week for the Yalu River, having had a 
collision with the Pungakun inthe Peiho, 
got hor boilers full of mud while ground- 
ing as a result of the collision, and was 
disabled in tha gulf of Pechili. She man- 
agod to steam at 4-knut speed to Port 
Arthur, where she cleaned her boilers out 
and then proceeded to her destination, 
where she arrived on Wednesday. She 
discharged her soldiers and left on Friday 
at noon, arriving here peaterday morning. 
She left in port the Kungnai and Hsinyit 
and another boat, and they may be ex- 
pected bere at any moment. 

It has been decided, welaarn, that foreign 
men-of-war are to croise in the Gulf of 
Pechili to render assistance to diaabled 
vessels in enee ofa fight. It ia the turn 
of the French gunboat Lion just now. The 
Wolf and Porpotse will be on similar duty,

The occupation of Corea by the Japaneae 
soldiery is baginning to lead to serious 
complications, Mr Gardnor was beaten 
and dragged by Japanese aautries while 
tuking » walk. Mr Osborne was strack 
aod insulted while asking his coolie to draw 
water, and Capt. Rogers was stopped on 
the highway while passing along as a 
private individual. Oaptaia Rogers, of 
ULMLS.

!This occurred on the highway to Seoul 
while C1 ptain Rogors asa private individu ib 
waa quiotly proceeding on hia way. The 
sentries mast have had orders from their 
commanding officers, for no one thinks that 
a succession uf acts like these would «ccur 
without orders, Thera isno doubt that the 
Japanese «re ‘ playing to the gallery,’ to 
the people in Japan. It is what the over 
excited populace ish. Tt is only hoped 
that Her Majesty’s representative will take 
prompt action in the matter and not allow 
auch flagrant cases to pass by, or private 
individuals will be in serious danger. It 
must be remembered that no war has yet 
bean declared; that Mr Otori assures the

It is undeniably troe that it is an ilt wind 
that blows nobsdy any good, for, pitiful dx 
the condition. of trade and commerce must 
he: at; Hongkong and some of the treaty 
porte of China eines the ontbroak of the 
Plague, it ennnot but asset to injure the 
China tea trade with Great Britain aod 
indirectly to benefit this colony. 
Though that ia the cise we cannot but feel 
sympathy for those whom basiness or duty 
compela to remain in Hongkong in view of 
the very serious news we have just private! 
received from that part of the world, It 
appears that, on topof a growing conviction 
amongst, the retilents of Hongkong that the 
number of deaths daily from the plague was 
understated and was; geowing rather than 
decreasing, has come the horrible news that 


in the colony, adding its terrible rayages to 
the plague, ‘and catrying off those whom 
forlune or fate had permitted to escape the 
former epidemic. This is certainly the 
most terrible and pitifal news poasible to 
imagine, and is likely to have wide-reaohing 
consequences of evil for all connected with 
China and Chine trade, The news reached 
Colombo by tha Rohilla, from’ private ba- 
‘gineda sourcas, and is absolately reliable 
and truatworthy. Writing to a mercantile 
friend in Colombo, the representative of a 
large business concern ia Hongkong says :— 


‘The total of tho official figures for the 
past seven days gives 97 new oases and 127 
deaths, the total deatha to date being 2,275. 
There is, however, no doubt that these 
figures are utterly unreliable. Itia a fact 
that cascsare sow occurring alt over tho 
solony, including the Peak, and the disease 
aceme gradually working its way eastward 
along Queen's Road.
